Moscow, July 21.—(A*)—Fight­ 
ing along the Russian front spread 
to the southern Donets and Mius 
river sectors yesterday as Red 
army troops recaptured town after 
town in their drive to encircle 
the Germans a t Orel on the central 
front, the Russians reported today. 
Russian armies thus were on the 
move on a front extending some 
400 miles south from Orel to a 
point southwest of Voroshilovgrad, 
where the Soviet midnight com­ 
munique said Russian forces had 
crossed the Mius river, improving 
their positions. 
Heaviest 
lighting 
still 
however, in the vicinity of Orel, 
where the Soviet army was closing 
f in around the German supply base. 
■ Advances of from four to six miles 
were reported during the day’s 
lighting which saw the Germans 
hurl ten futile counter-attacks in 
an effort to halt the Russian ad­ 
vance. 
Among the towns captured by 
the Russians, said a special bude- i 
tin, was Mtsensk, 31 miles north­ 
east of Orel, the same Russian 
column was reported pushing on 
to the west. 
The Red army force operating 
directly east of Orel meanwhile, j 
the bulletin said, captured 20 vil­ 
lages in the day’s fighting, includ-1 
ing the railway .station town of t 
Voroshilov. 
On the southern flank j 
a Soviet force took the city of 
Ma lo Arkhangelsk, 39 miles from 
Orel, the communique said.

I wish to comment on the ar-

! ror July 16 entitled the “New Cost 
I of Tuition Act”. Feeling that this 
article might be misinterpreted un­ 
less both sides of the question are 
presented, I, as president 
of 
a 
school board sending pupils to the 
Warren High School, wish to in­ 
sert a few ideas in defense. 
Senate Bill 315, which was in­ 
troduced in to the last legislature, 
had for its purpose a change in 
the definition of “Cost of Tuition” 
and was drawn up by interested 
persons for the purpose of annul­ 
ling the old Academy Agreement 
between the Warren School Boara 
and the Trustees of the Warren 
Academy which would have had a 
definite effect financially upon the 
12 school districts now concerned 
and many of the other 17 school 
districts in the county which might 
, in the future desire to enter pupils 
in the Warren High School. 
Lets go back 
to 
the 
original 
agreement. In 1898 the 
Warren 
School Board 
entered 
into an 
agreement with the Trustees of the 
Warren Academy whereby Warren 
: School District received 
314,000 
which, at that time, was usde in 
the construction of 
the 
Warren 
School building.' Warren 
School 
District, therefore, has had the use 
of this money for the 
past 
45 
years, which if an interest charge 
had been made, would have added 
up to a considerable amount. Also 
Warren School District received a 
grant of land consisting of 
549 
acres located west of Warren. At 
the time of this agreement, it was 
generally thought that this land 
might be of value in the produc­ 
tion of oil. Generally speaking tile 
Warren School Board felt that it 
had completed 
a good 
business 
deal that might help greatly in 
financing Warren’s 
Educational 


turn agreed to admit county stud­ 
ents to high school at the cost of 
tuition. 
In 1925 the Legislature passed 
a law amending the school code so 
that the cost of tuition to outside 
districts 
include 
a 10% over-ali 
charge. Later a Warren CountJ 
Court decision 
(No. 40, March 
Term 1927) ordered that the War­ 
ren School District could not make 
the 10% extra charge by reason 
of the fact that it was bound by 
the Academy Act provision. Thus 
we now have the reason for Sen­ 
ate Bill 315. 
As a member of 
one 
of 
the 
twelve school boards in Warren 
County that would have l>een af­ 
fected by the above bill, I feel I 
speak for all directors in stating 
that Warren School District should 
consider that the 
gift 
received 
from the Trustees of the Warren 
Academy back in 1898, was not 
so much as a gift but rather as a 
commitment to an obligation. We 
also firmly believe that no Act 
of 
the 
Legislature 
can 
Alter, 
change or annul an agreement or 
contract between governing bod­ 
ies. In fact it is unconstitutional. 
Article I Section 17 reads as fol­ 
lows: 
“No ex post facto law, nor any 
law impairing the obligation 
of 
contracts, or making irrevocable 
any grant of special privileges, or 
immunities shall be passed.
